An integral part of honest edit- 
ing, as we see it and shall continue 
to practice it, is to label clearly 
the source of every item where it

HOW TO BUY ts 


Fire and Property Insurance 
By SYDNEY MARGOLIUS 
Labor Consumer Advisor for Labor Journal 


As this department pointed out in the case of auto insur- 
ance, you can often make real savings by buying property 
insurance from co-ops and mutual companies. 

It’s even easier to make such savings on household insur- 
ance than on autos, since the mutual companies tend to be 
selective about selling auto ine @—- 
surance, preferring to insure 
only the better risks. But in house- 
hold insurance there’s no problem 
of a “fire-prone”’ homeowner as 
there is the problem of the acci- 
dent-prone driver, and so the mu- 
tuals welcome all comers. 

The most reasonable source for 
fire insurance on household fur- 
nishings is the country’s oldest 
consumer co-operative, the Work- 
men’s Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany. This co-op was started the 
year after the Chicago Fire of 1871 
by a handful of New York work- 
ingmen seeking low-cost house- 
hold protection from similar dis- 
aster.

secretary to the California State 
Federation of Labor and represen- 
tative of the Department of Em- 
ployment Insurance, explained to 
some 300 labor representatives the 
new requirements, effective August 
1, 1953, in the California Unem- 
ployment Insurance Act, pertain- 
ing to the “Blue Card” currently 
used by some 700 local unions in 
the State of California. 

Any local union currently using 
the “Blue Card” system or any 
local union which maintains a 
placement service for unemployed 
members may apply for certifica- 
tion provided they comply with cer- 
tain requirements. If they fail to 
meet these requirements the local 
California Employment Regional 
Office will issue and maintain con- 
trol of the “Blue Card.” The fol- 
lowing are some of the require- 
ments: 

Local unions must sign the Co- 
operative Agreement of the Cali- 
fornia Department of Employment, 
whereby the union agrees to keep 
a record of the members, social se- 
curity numbers, addresses, occu- 
pations, date of initial registration 
for work with the union office, the 
date the member reports to the of- 
fice as unemployed, the date or 
dates on which such member fails 
to report, the date or dates of any 
and all offers of employment to 
such member through the union 
facilities, the date or dates of any 


jobs received by the union. 

Most important is that the union 
agrees that all records shall be 
open and available for inspection 
by the appropriate area manpower 
director, upon request.
